Design and Instructions by Northwest Fabrics 
& Crafts/Rainbow Bay Crafts 

Materials Needed: 

Rotary cutter, mat and ruler 
1/4 yard (45” or wider) fabric 
Pinking blade or shears (optional) 

Iron 

3/4” wide Aleene’s Hot Stitch Fusible Web™ 

Aleene’s Tacky Glue™ 

Clothespin 

24 gauge wire (by the spool) 

2 safety pins 
Picture of your choice 

Using a rotary cutter, mat, and ruler, cut two (4” x 45” 
length) strips of fabric. (If fabric is uneven, cut edges of 
strips with a pinking blade or shears.) 

Iron fusible web to all long edges of both strips. 

On one fabric strip, remove paper backing from fusible 
web. Fold fabric over 3/4” to cover fusible web. Iron to hem 
along edges. 

Create a point on one end by turning under 3/4” and 
folding raw edges at a 45 degree angle. Glue point and 
attach clothespins to hold in place. 

On second strip, insert wire along inside edge where 
fabric will be folded over 3/4”. Using thumbnail, push wire 
along folded edge for a uniform look. Iron to hem long 
edges. Take your time at this step for best results. 

Create a bow using wired length. Loop bow as illustrat¬ 
ed. Bring tails that overlap each other to center of loop to 
form bow. Cut a 6” length of ribbon from first strip to tie 
around bow and glue. Secure with clothespins and let dry. 

Use a safety pin to attach bow to first length 3” below 
the point. 

Place another safety pin near point of first length just 
above the bow on wrong side. Use this pin to hang from nail 
on wall. 

Hang picture by placing nail directly through center of 
ribbon. Trim tails with a notch by folding ribbon in half 
lengthwise and cutting out a triangular shape.

Offray’s Garden 
of Ribbons 
Picture Frame 

Design and Instructions by

Materials Needed: 

Ruler • Scissors 
8” length Offray Green 
Wire-Edge Ribbon for 
each stem and 5” length 
for each leaf 

Hot glue gun and glue sticks 
Threaded needle 
10” length Offray Wire-Edge 
Ribbon for each small vio¬ 
let (your choice of colors) 
15” length Offray Wire-Edge 
Ribbon for each large violet 
(your choice of colors) 

1 - 2 (1/4” wide) bead or 
pom pom for each flower 
Purchased picture frame 

For twisted stems, measure 
and cut green ribbon. Tightly 
twist between fingers. Secure 
each end with a small amount of 
glue. See figure 1 on page 53. 

For violets, measure and 
mark lengths of ribbon into sec¬ 
tions (for small violet five (2”) 
sections, for large violet five (3”) 
sections. With threaded needle, 


take a back stitch at beginning 
to anchor thread; stitch as illus¬ 
trated for five petals. Stitch up 
one side of petal and closely 
down other side. See figure 2 on 
page 53. 

Gently, but firmly, pull 
thread to gather petals. Knot off 
thread to anchor. Tack last petal 
to first petal for flower. See fig¬ 
ure 3 on page 53. Glue bead or 
pom poms to center of flower. 

For leaf, measure and cut 
green ribbon. Fold long 
edges of ribbon to center 
to form a V. Twist 
ends 


to picture frame. 
Glue flowers and leaves as 
desired on picture frame.

Zucker Feather Products 
Feather Covered Ornaments 


Design & Instruction by Betty Thomas 


Materials Needed: 

Stem or wood floral pick 
Foam egg or ball form (can also be Dylite) 
Block of foam to hold eggs while you 
are working 

Zucker Feathers (colorful, small l”-3” 
with a smooth end. You will trim and 
use the tip end only. Golden and Ringneck 
Pheasant Skins are a good source for 
these feathers.) 

Sharp utility knife or blade 
Aleene’s Thick Designer Tacky Glue™ 

Fine cord for top hanger 

Trim for decorating - leather, beads, jewels 

Tassel for bottom

Secure a stem (wood floral pick) in top of foam form to hold 
while working. NOTE: Hole will later be filled with top hanger 
braid. Place opposite end of stem in block of foam. 

Trim quite a few feathers with utility knife point. See figure 1 
on page 52. You can trim more later if you run out. NOTE: Turn 
off ceiling fan. Air movement can create havoc with loose feathers! 

Start at the bottom (small end of the egg) and with glue, cover 
about 1” of bottom of egg. Place trimmed feathers into the glue, 
overlapping the feathers so that the foam is covered. Be neat and 
orderly. Continue covering entire egg. 

Let dry so that it will be easier to handle without damage. 
Remove stem. 

For hanger, glue braid in top of egg where you removed the 
stem. If desired, glue on trims. Glue tassel to bottom of egg.

Skein of white or off

Design and Instructions by Maria Nerius, SCD 

Cut two 6” pieces of yarn. Set aside. For beard, wrap skein 
of yarn around template approximately 40 times. Using one 6” 
piece of yarn, tie knot at center of template securing yarn togeth¬ 
er tightly. Cut yarn off template on opposite side at center. 

Repeat procedure for hair. 

Glue beard to front of face with knot between cheeks. Glue 
second piece of tied yarn to top of head with knot at center. Allow 
glue to set. Glue small red ball above beard. 

Thread ribbon on needle. Insert ribbon through top of yarn 
hair. Double knot at top of head. Pull ribbon up and knot off. 

Trim ribbon. 

Bend and twist evergreen stem into “halo”. Apply glue to 
inside of “halo” and place on Santa’s head. 

Glue holly leaves to one side of head. 

Puddle a small amount of glue to center of leaves and sprin¬ 
kle seed beads onto puddle. Allow glue to set. ■ 

Honey Wax® Rolling 
Beeswax Candles 

Design and Instructions by Honey Wax 

Honey Wax sheets are workable at normal room temperature, 
although in cold weather they may need to be held near a heater 
until pliable. A hair dryer may also be used to warm the Honey 
Wax. Be careful not to melt the wax! Lay sheet of Honey Wax on 
a hard surface. Cut vertically down center as shown in figure 1 
page 52. 

Cut wax sheet diagonally from top edge of outside corner 
towards center of sheet, 3/4” down from top. See how-to step 
number 2, below. 

Roll wax sheet as demonstrated in how-to step number 3, 
below. The first roll of wax around the wick is the most impor¬ 
tant. It should be very tight and even. Before rolling, make sure 
direction of the cells on each piece is the same, so the finished 
candles will then be mirror images of each other. 

To secure candle so it does not unroll, simply smooth the 
seam down with your thumb. ■

Wash and dry sweatshirt 
and fabric following the manu¬ 
facturer’s laundering instruc¬ 
tions. It is very important to 
pre-wash the sweatshirt and fab¬ 
ric to remove sizing before apply¬ 
ing the fusible web and glue as 
they do not adhere well to sizing. 
Do not use fabric softener in the 
washer or dryer. 

Cut ribbing off collar of 
sweatshirt.

Cut open down center of shirt. 

Glue gold cord around the 
collar area and down the front 
with Jewel-It, making one row 
on each side. Glue the burgundy 
cord next to the gold cord. 


Iron fusible web onto Fall 
fabric following the instructions 
on page 66. Cut out desired 
designs individually. Remove 
paper backing. 

Iron the Fall fabric designs 
all around the front and neck of 
the sweatshirt, next to the cord, 
following the instructions on 
page 66. Outline patterns with 
gold paint. 

To care for your garment, 
do not wash for at least a week.

After fabric has been washed 
and dried, iron to remove wrin¬ 
kles.

masonite or wood cutting board. 
We have found that ironing on a 
hard surface allows firmer bond¬ 
ing.) Lay a piece of Fusible Web 
on top of the fabric with the glue 
web (rough side) against the fab¬ 
ric.

You only 
want to transfer the glue web 
onto the fabric, not melt it. Over 
ironing at this point tends to 
make it hard to remove paper 
backing.

OK, so those last two 
names aren’t as familiar but their 
creative chemistry is just as daz¬ 
zling, energizing, and fun as any 
screen duo. 

This exciting team features 
freelance designer and artist 
Pattie Donham and Hobby Lobby 
stores spokesperson/demonstrator 
Darsee Lett who, with the help of 
Aleene’s Reverse Collage Glue 
and Aleene’s 3-D Foiling Glue, 
have developed the exciting new 
Faux Stained Glass technique 
that will allow everyone to create 
heirloom quality masterpieces for 
home decor and special gifts. 

I recently had the distinct 



and giddy pleasure of interview¬ 
ing them over their speaker 
phone from their less-than-spa- 
cious office at the Hobby Lobby 
headquarters in Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma. Incredibly, I survived 
and enjoyed the experience... 

Naturally, I wondered how 
the two hooked up. As Darsee 
explained it, when she was about 
to make her first appearance on 
Aleene’s Creative Living, she

called her pal Pattie to help come 
up with the craft projects she 
would be demonstrating on the 
air. And the rest, as they say, is 
history...they’ve been friends for 
almost 15 years. Now they work 
on all kinds of media projects and 
as both of them said “we have 
this energy thing going on.” 

Darsee told me that they like to 
think of themselves as “the mad 
scientists” —always looking for 
the new angle, the new technique 
while lightening things up in the 
process. 

And just where do they get 
their latest and most intriguing 
ideas? Well, the Reverse Collage | 


technique came to Pattie at an 
HIA (Hobby Industry Association) 
show where she was napkin 
appliquing paper mache rabbits. 
She envisioned designs on glass 
and plasticware...and boom! She 
and Darsee were off and run¬ 
ning—bouncing off of one another 
and building on ideas. Before you 
know it, here comes the dazzling 
Faux Stained Glass technique. 

They told me that their 
recent stint at another industry 
trade show was tons of fun. 

Darsee described happy crafiters 
proudly clutching their just made 
trays. “I’m having a ball,” 
declared one woman about her 
Reverse Collage experience. 

The next level in this fantas¬ 
tic art form is the Faux Stained 
Glass Technique, which is fea¬ 
tured in a new Aleene’s book by 
the same name. This look has 
been said to have the serenity 
and elegance of stained glass— 
a combination of translucent 
peace and vibrant color. 

There’s no question that this 
new craft is a wonderful medium 
that has unlimited creative possi¬ 
bilities but with a simple, basic 
process: swatches of sheer tissue 
are applied to the back side of a 
glass surface using Aleene’s 
Reverse Collage Glue —thin “gos¬ 
samer” or rice paper napkins 
work really well. The thinner, the 
more translucent. Once you’ve 
selected the tissue and colors tear 
them randomly into various sizes. 
These shards of color create a 
mosaic pattern—while the tom 
edges provide texture to the design. 

Sounds interesting, doesn’t it? 
Well, Darsee and Pattie claim 
that it’s downright addictive.

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A Touch of Honey Wax

A calming stillness 
surrounds you as you 
sit at the kitchen table 
for a solitary midnight 
snack. Nibbling toast 
smeared with honey, 
sipping hot chamomile 
tea sweetened with 
a dollop of honey all 
by the gentle glow 
of candlelight. 

This is a wonderfully relax¬ 
ing scene you can easily re-cre¬ 
ate by making your own home¬ 
made slow burning all natural 
candles from Honey Wax. 

Honey Wax is a division of 
Mann Lake Ltd. a beekeeping 
supply house located in 
Hackensack, Minnesota. 

In a recent interview Betty 
Thomas, co-owner of Mann Lake 
Ltd., told me that she and her 
husband Jack Thomas, started 
the company eleven years ago. 
What began as sort of a cottage 
industry, explained Betty, soon 
“got out of hand.” Now they’re one 
of the major suppliers in North 
America. 

But how did the bees come 
into the picture? Well, they didn’t 
just come out of nowhere like 
they do in a Hollywood disaster 
movie, no, both her family and 
Jack’s had tended a few hives for 
pollination over the years. 

So what exactly is Honey 
Wax? Well, Betty describes it as 


8 1/2” x 16 3/4” sheets of 
embossed 100% beeswax. (Only 
organic dyes are used, so it’s non¬ 
toxic.) 

Rolled Honey Wax candles 
can be very simple or quite elabo¬ 
rate—make them straight, 
tapered, or with contrasting col¬ 
ors rolled together. If you feel the 
urge, the sheets may also be cut 
into strips which can be woven or 
wrapped around the outside of 
the candle. 

Betty pointed out that the 
first roll of wax around the wick 
is the most important, it should 
be very tight and even. 

If you want to accent your 
candles it’s super simple since 
Honey Wax has a natural adhe¬ 
sive quality—so go wild with glit¬ 
ter, sequins, and more! 

Beeswax candle making is 
something Betty is very familiar 
with since she’s been creating 
these incredible beacons of light 
for years—winning numerous 
blue ribbons and even the candle 
making sweepstakes at the 
renowned Minnesota State Fair. 

One especially great thing 
about Honey Wax, Betty noted, is 
that it’s an almost foolproof pro¬ 
ject. If you make a mistake, just 
unroll and reroll it! 

According to Mann Lake’s 
own information, beeswax is a 
marvelously complex substance— 
even with all the advanced tech¬ 
nology, human beings have never 
been able to duplicate it in any 
laboratory. 

A pure beeswax candle is a 
delight to the eye and nose but its 
availability is increasingly rare 
because of rising prices and 


decreasing supply. And the 
demand for it exceeds supply in 
most years. On the average, eight 
pounds of honey are consumed for 
each pound of wax made by a 
colony. 

Betty said that rolling 
beeswax candles is a technique 
that you can learn very quickly. 
Once you get used to the feel of 
the wax and follow the basic 
rules, she said, “the only thing 
stopping you is your imagination.” 

Here’s an interesting tidbit 
that I picked up from Betty...did 
you realize that before people 
chewed gum, they chewed 
beeswax? So rolling your own 
candles is a child safe craft as 
well. Betty explained that regular 
candles are made with petroleum 
products like paraffin, hardly the 
kind of stuff one would want to 
sink one’s teeth into. 

At the recent ACCI 
(Association of Crafts and 
Creative Industries) show in 
Chicago, Betty generated a lot of 
interest with her cutting and 
rolling demonstrations—people 
anxious to try their hand at it. 

And who can blame them 
with a selection of wonderful can¬ 
dles to choose from like tapered, 
dinner tapered, pillar, spiral, and 
Forest of Trees (a Christmas 
favorite in different sizes) and 
with 27 colors available there’s 
(continued on page 61 )

Melt® Crafting Glue 
Molding Kit 

To create Magic Cottage, 
make: Two roof sections, two 
front sections, two gable sections, 
two chimney sections Optional - 
design your own icicles, shrubs, 
trees or other accessories. 


With the tube of release 
agent, “grease” the inside of the 
mold. Then, with a sweeping 
motion of the glue gun, squeeze 
glue into mold cavity. Do not com¬ 
pletely fill the cavity. A thin, even 
coat of glue is sufficient. Let glue 
cool thoroughly. Remove the 
molded glue when the glue is 
room temperature. 

Tip - set the mold in the freezer 
or submerge it in ice water to 
speed the cooling process. The 
freezer method makes it easier 
to remove glue from the mold. 
Bend plastic mold slightly and 
glue will pop out. If not, pry up 
lightly on one corner with the end 
of your paint brush or a finger¬ 
nail file. Next, lift the molded 
glue out of the cavity. Repeat this 
step until all the pieces required 
for one cottage have been made. 

Place the ends of one side 
section and one gable section at 
right angles. CAUTION: Insure 
that you have both pieces going 
in the same direction. Run an 
even line of glue on the inside 
joint. Repeat this process with 
the other side and end section. 
Glue the two double sections 
together in the same manner. 

Run a smooth line of glue on 
the outside comers of the 
cottage walls. 

Form a peak by placing the 
two roof pieces on top of the cot¬ 
tage walls. Have both pieces 
going in the same direction. Run 
a smooth, thin line of glue along 
the roof peak line. Let cool. 
Remove the roof. Run a smooth 
line of glue on the inside roof 
peak. 

Lay the roof upside down on a 


smooth surface. Turn cottage 
upside down and place it on the 
roof. With the glue gun on the 
inside of the cottage, glue the 
walls to the roof. Turn cottage 
right side up and check all seams. 
If necessary, re-glue seams. Let 
glue dry completely. 

Tip - Before painting, wash 
the entire cottage with dishwash¬ 
ing soap. Thoroughly dry project 
before painting. This should elim¬ 
inate any paint separation on the 
first coat. 

Double base coat the entire 
cottage and accessories with two 
light, even coats of ivory. Any 
separation of paint on the first 
coat should go away with the sec¬ 
ond coat of paint. Paint cottage 
the following colors: ivory (entire 
cottage); brown (roof); gray (gable 
ends and foundation of house); 
white (doors, trellis and window 
casings); dark green (shrubs); 
fight green (door casing, shutters 
and window boxes). Let painted 
cottage dry thoroughly. Glue 
shrubs, icicles or other accessories 
in place. Allow to dry completely. 
Lastly, apply a fight coat of var¬ 
nish and let dry. 

To antique, create a “wash” 
from equal parts of water and 
brown-colored paint. Paint a 
small (2” x 2”) area with wash. 
Using a soft cloth, gently wipe 
down wash. Repeat this step 
until entire project is antiqued. 

If antique wash is too dark, 
wet cloth and again gently wipe 
down wash. If necessary, retouch 
doors and trellises with white 
paint. Allow to dry. Finally, 
coat cottage with varnish. ■

Continue 
rotating over the candle flame 
for approximately 1-1/2 to 2 min¬ 
utes per section. It will look 
very black and sooty. If brown 
and shiny, return to flame. 
Continue until entire bunny is 
burned. NOTE: Allow a portion 
of the bunny to dry completely 
for an area to hold on to while 
continuing to burn. Let glue dry. 

2 Wipe off soot with tissue, the 
surface will be somewhat 
shiny. 

3 Dab on paint using stencil 
brush or lightly brush paint 


across the surface of the bunny 
using shader brush. Allow to 
dry. 

4 For a protective surface, 
brush Right-On over bunny 
using sponge brush until desired 
finish is achieved. Allow to dry 
between coats. ■

Designer Slippers 

You can create designer slippers that are a quick 
and easy project - and washable too! 


Design and Instructions by 
Patricia Fresquez 


I Wash and dry slippers follow¬ 
ing manufacturer’s launder¬ 
ing instructions. It is very 
important to pre-wash the slip¬ 
pers to remove sizing. Do not 
use fabric softener in the washer 
or dryer. 

2 Measure across front of slip¬ 
per strap. Cut lace to that 
length. 

3 Apply glue to the hem of the 
lace. Let glue set for about 
one minute. Place lace extend¬ 
ing forward across the front of 
the slipper strap. 

4 Measure the next lace piece 
and apply glue as in step 3. 
Place the second piece of lace 
behind the first, covering the 
hem of the first. 


5 Continue applying lace to 
slipper until desired look is 
achieved. 


6 To cover lace hem on top row 
of lace, measure hem and cut 
ribbon. Apply glue to ribbon and 
after about one minute place 
over lace hem. Repeat procedure 
for second slipper. 

7 Make a bow from a 10” length 
of ribbon. Apply glue to bow 
and after one minute place at 
center of ribbon across top hem. 

8 Embellish slippers with lace, 
pearls, flowers, buttons, as 
desired. 


Care - Wait at least a week 
before washing to ensure glue 
cures. Treat as a fine washable. 
For best results, hand wash, 
stuff opening and let dry. ■

Secure cake top 
by pinning the four middle 
leaves that hang down to the 
four points on the top layer with¬ 
out the bows. 

4 To decorate the bottom layer, 
drape a 50” piece of ribbon 
around the bottom layer, pinning 
in four points. Repeat this step 
again with another 50” piece

Design and Instructions by 
Darsee Lett & Pattie Donham 



Dried natural flowers 
(approximately 2 pkgs. of 
dried will cover one ball). 
Suggested types: 

Poppy Pods, Salignum, 
Carthamus, Stirlingia, 
Nigella 

Orientalis, Field Flower 
Scissors 

Aleene’s Tacky Glue™ 

Paper plate 
Paint brush 
3” floral foam ball 
Sheet moss 

Before you begin constructing 
your pomander, snip heads off 
stems, leaving 1/2” of stem to 
stick into foam. 

Pour glue onto paper plate. 
Use paint brush to cover 1/3 of 
the foam ball. 

Push flower heads into glue 
and foam, placing them closely 
together. Continue applying glue 
and flower heads until entire ball 
is covered. 

NOTE: Push sheet moss in 
between the flower heads if you 
can see the foam. ■

Cut fabric patches any size or 
shape desired using regular scis¬ 
sors or pinking shears. 

Peel the paper backing from 
the appliques. Lay appliques 
down on muslin, web side down. 
Iron for 5 seconds on each 
applique. Trim muslin around 
applique. If you hold the iron on 
the applique too long, the glue 


will tend to migrate to the iron. 
This results in too much glue on 
the applique and not enough glue 
on the muslin, which will allow 
the applique to loosen from the 
garment when washed. 

Lay appliques wrong side up 
on a cardboard that has been cov¬ 
ered with wax paper. 

Squeeze dots of Tack-It on 
muslin side of appliques. Leave 
1/4” to 1/2” between dots. Dots 
don’t have to cover applique but 
be sure to make a row of dots on 
edges so applique will lay flat 
without comers turning up. 

Let dry thoroughly, prefer¬ 
ably 24 hours. Dots will look 
clear without milky appearance. 

For pom poms, glue a round 
circle of felt to each pom pom 
with Tacky Glue. Allow to dry. 
Pin pom pom to cardboard so felt 
circles faces up. Apply a thick 
layer of Tack-It over the felt cir¬ 
cle. Let dry. 

For felt cut outs, apply dots 
of Tack-It as above. 

When Tack-It is thoroughly 
dry, embellish front side of 
appliques as desired. 

Appliques and trims with 
Tack-It applied can be stored on 
a piece of Shrink-It to keep Tack- 
It from losing its stickiness. 
Appliques can be removed and 
replaced up to 20 times before 
recoating. ■

Outline letters and jack-o- 
lantem’s face using black paint. 
Apply orange paint on pumpkin, 
lid and face. Apply gold paint on 
leaves and highlight in jack-o- 
lantem’s face. Use green paint 
for pumpkin stem, squiggles and 
ground line. 

After paint is completely dry, 
finish pillowcase bag by weaving 
remaining 1 yard of ribbon in 
and out of slits. Loosely gather 
pillowcase together leaving a 
wide opening, then tie a knot in 
ribbon to secure in place. 


Cut each of the satin ribbons 
in half and separate into two 
groups. Take one group, even up 
the ribbons, and tie in a knot in 
the middle. Do the same with the 
other set. With the safety pin, pin 
one set of the ribbons to each side 
of the bag from the inside of the 
pillowcase. ■

Dump excess glitter off shirt 
onto newspaper. Pour excess glit¬ 
ter back into bottle. 

To care for your garment, do 
not wash for at least a week. For 
best results, turn inside out, hand 
wash in cool water, and hang to dry. 

Options and variations-with 
an extra strip of fabric, glue to 
Friendly Plastic or Aleene’s 
Shrink-It and make earrings to 
match. ■

For men’s shirt, stamp sail¬ 
boat block in the center about 
4-1/2” below neckline. See shirt 
pictured for coloring guide. 

Clean stamps by blotting 
with Baby Wipes. 

For cap, stamp one block 
centered on the bill. 

When coloring stamped 
images in with fabric markers, 
place a shirtboard, non-stick 
cookie sheet or piece of plastic 
between the shirt to prevent 
bleeding to the other side. 

To prevent the colors from 
bleeding together, simply color 
the red hulls first on the whole 
project, then the ocean using 
cobalt blue and color the sky with 
sky blue. Let images dry 24 
hours before heat-setting. (If the 
stamped fabric is not heat-set, 
the image will be permanent; but 
heat-setting keeps the colors a lot 
fresher looking!). To heat set, 
place pressing cloth over gar¬ 
ment. The pressing cloth 
worksvery well to heat-set, acting

as a barrier to prevent scorching. 
Turn iron to hottest setting and 
apply as much heat as you can. ■

and pin to top end opposite pin 
cushion. Loop tape measure to 
form a bow and pin through bow 
center to top center at one side. 
Pin through three to four threads 
of each spool and pin into 
remaining spaces around top. 
Insert pins, needles and safety 
pins into pin cushion. 

Pin through centers of three 
nylon net squares at a time and 
pin into foam, filling spaces 
between notions. ■

6. Hold the pencil by the point or 
by the eraser, as you will be 
working with the entire pencil at 
one time. Brush a thin layer of 
Napkin Applique glue onto the 
metal band, about half way 
down from the eraser. Lay a 
strip of napkin over the glue. 
Position napkin with brush (or 
finger). Brush glue over napkin. 
Continue applying napkin strips 
to pencil, slightly overlapping. 
NOTE: If pencil is too sticky and 
hard to manage, clip a clothes¬ 
pin around the eraser and use 
the clothespin to hold the pencil 
upright while it dries a bit. 

7. Brush glue over napkin. 

Allow to dry completely. 

8. Brush Right-On over pencil 
and allow to dry. 

9. If a hanger is desired, cut a 1” 
length from the ribbon and set 
aside. Form a loop from the 
remaining ribbon. Glue loop to 
the top back of the pencil using 
Thick Designer Tacky glue or 
Tacky glue. Glue 1” length of 
ribbon around the metal band of 
the pencil. 

10. Embellish as desired with 
dimensional paint or by gluing 
on silk flowers, beads, etc. ■

3. Place quilt piece inside 
embroidery hoop and secure 
until taut. NOTE: Make sure 
screw is at top. Trim quilt piece 
until there is about 3/4” left 
around edge.

4. Glue on buttons, charms, pic¬ 
tures, etc., to the lace design. 

5. For the backing, place fin¬ 
ished hoop onto the wrong side 
of wall paper and trace circle.

4. To color dough for making 
flowers, divide the dough ball 
into a separate ball for each color 
of paint. Flatten one ball in your 
hand, making a small well in the 
center. Pour a small amount of 
acrylic paint in well. Knead dough 
in your hands until paint is thor¬ 
oughly incorporated. For deeper 
colors, add more paint a little at 
a time to the dough until desired 
shade is achieved. Store each 
color in a separate plastic bag. 

5. To form roses, pinch off a small 
ball of dough, (smaller than a 
pea). Squeeze the dough between 
fingers to flatten into a small, 
round piece the thickness of a 
piece of paper. To make the cen¬ 
ter of the rose, roll the flattened 
piece between your fingers, turn¬ 
ing the top edge back slightly to 
look as if the rose were just begin¬ 
ning to unfurl (figure 1-page 52). 

6. Pinch off another small ball of 
dough and flatten as before. 

Press the top edges back slightly 
to make a petal. Place the rose 
center in the center of this petal 
and wrap petal around the cen¬ 
ter, gently pressing them together 
at the bottom (figure 2-page 52). 

7. Make another petal in the 
same manner. Place this petal 
opposite the first petal (figure 3- 
page 52). If possible, look at a 
real rose while making your bread 
dough rose. Remember, not all 
rose petals are the same size. 

Place subsequent petals a bit 


higher on the rose, so that the 
turned back edges are even with 
the rose center. NOTE: For a 
rose bud, make center and add 
one petal. 

8. Add more petals in the same 
manner, overlapping edges slightly, 
to complete rose (figure 4-page 52). 
Let the flower air-dry overnight. 
To glue rose to a flat surface, cut 
off the bottom of the rose with 
scissors before it dries completely. 

9. Attach wire hanger to top of 
ornament. 

10. Glue two bread dough roses 
on each side of wire using Thick 
Tacky glue. Glue German Statice 
to ornament at the 12:00, 3:00, 
6:00 and 9:00 positions. 

11. Glue bread dough rose buds 
about 1/4” from the top of the 
ornament between the German 
Statice. 

12. If desired, decorate bottom of 
ornament by gluing bread dough 
roses to the center bottom. Glue 
dried flowers around bread dough 
rose. ■

center of the fabric circle. Stuff 
the circle into the center of the 
spool until the fabric is slightly 
raised above the opposite end of 
the spool of thread. Place a dab 
of glue in a couple spots around 
the inside of the spool. If fabric 
and cotton will not go through 
the center of the spool, place a 
dab of cotton inside of circle of 
material and glue all edges 
together and then glue on top of 
the spool of thread. Set aside to 
dry. 

3. Cut a piece of foam a little 
larger than the thimble width 
and height. Work the thimble 
over the foam until you have an 
approximate shape of the thim¬ 
ble. Remove foam and roll in 
your hands to obtain a round 
shape. Set aside. 

4. For the pillow, roll batting 
lengthwise and glue to hold. Roll 
the 3-1/2” x 1-1/2” piece of fabric 
around the batting, gluing the 


seam and each end. Glue the end 
seams toward the bottom center 
seam. Set aside to dry. 

5. Glue lace around the outside 
edges of the bed. Let dry. 

6. Glue pillow to top edge of bed, 
lining up the end and two sides. 
Place three straight pins into the 
pillow to hold until dry. 

7. Glue spool of thread to bed, 
close to pillow. 

8. Place glue on bottom of foam. 
Place on top of bed, close to the 
pillow. Allow to dry completely 
before adding thimble. 

9. When all pieces are dry, thread 
a needle and insert into top of the 
spool of thread. Add safety pin to 
pillow. Slip thimble over the 
foam and add straight pins to the 
center of the bed. ■ 


Fusible Web 
Instructions 

Lay fabric with design onto 
ironing surface, wrong side up. 

(We suggest using a hard sur¬ 
face such as a masonite or wood 
cutting board. We have found 
that ironing on a hard surface 
allows firmer bonding). Lay a 
piece of fusible web on top of the 
fabric with the glue web (rough 
side) against the fabric. With a 
hot iron, iron by setting and lift¬ 
ing the iron. Iron only for a few 
seconds. You only want to 
transfer the web of glue to the 
fabric, not melt it. Over ironing 
at this point tends to make it 
hard to remove the paper back¬ 
ing. To make cutting the 
appliques easier, leave the paper 
backing on the fabric. Carefully 
cut out desired design. I 

To apply fabric appliques to 
garment, carefully peel the 
paper backing from the fabric 
and arrange on garment. Use a 
hot iron to iron on the appliques, 
holding the iron on each area of 
the applique for approximately 5 
seconds. Do not over iron. If 
you hold the iron on the 
applique too long, the glue will 
tend to migrate to the iron. This 
results in too much glue on the 
applique and not enough glue on 
the garment, which will allow 
the applique to loosen from the 
garment when washed.

4. To color dough for making 
flowers, divide the dough ball 
into a separate ball for each c 
of paint. Flatten one ball in j 
hand, making a small well in 
center. Pour a small amount 
acrylic paint in well. Knead do 
in your hands until paint is £ 
oughly incorporated. For dee 
colors, add more paint a little 
a time to the dough until desi 
shade is achieved. Store eacl 
color in a separate plastic ba£ 

5. To form roses, pinch off a s 
ball of dough, (smaller than a 
pea). Squeeze the dough bet\ 
fingers to flatten into a small 
round piece the thickness of £ 
piece of paper. To make the ( 
ter of the rose, roll the flatten 
piece between your fingers, ti 
ing the top edge back slightly 
look as if the rose were just be 0 ~~ 
ning to unfurl (figure 1-page 52). 

6. Pinch off another small ball of 
dough and flatten as before. 

Press the top edges back slightly 
to make a petal. Place the rose 
center in the center of this petal 
and wrap petal around the cen¬ 
ter, gently pressing them together 
at the bottom (figure 2-page 52). 

7. Make another petal in the 
same manner. Place this petal 
opposite the first petal (figure 3- 
page 52). If possible, look at a 
real rose while making your bread 
dough rose. Remember, not all 
rose petals are the same size. 

Place subsequent petals a bit 


higher on the rose, so that the 
turned back edges are even with 
the rose center. NOTE: For a 
rose bud, make center and add 
one petal. 

8. Add more petals in the same 
manner, overlapping edges slightly, 
to complete rose (figure 4-page 52). 
Let the flower air-dry overnight. 
To glue rose to a flat surface, cut 
off the bottom of the rose with 
scissors before it dries completely. 

9. Attach wire hanger to top of 
ornament. 

10. Glue two bread dough roses 


seam and each end. Glue the end 
seams toward the bottom center 
seam. Set aside to dry. 

5. Glue lace around the outside 
edges of the bed. Let dry. 

6. Glue pillow to top edge of bed, 
lining up the end and two sides.

backing on the fabric. Carefully 
cut out desired design. 

To apply fabric appliques to 
garment, carefully peel the 
paper backing from the fabric 
and arrange on garment. Use a 
hot iron to iron on the appliques, 
holding the iron on each area of 
the applique for approximately 5 
seconds. Do not over iron. If 
you hold the iron on the 
applique too long, the glue will 
tend to migrate to the iron. This 
results in too much glue on the 
applique and not enough glue on 
the garment, which will allow 
the applique to loosen from the 
garment when washed.
